If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final ; or the auctioneer may 
reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

Note: This beautiful group, a masterpiece of Renaissance garden sculpture, 
stood for many centuries in the gardens of the Palazzo Rinuccini-Strozzi in Flor- 
ence, and was always considered by family tradition to be the work of the sculptor 
Jacopo Sansovino. The group, of course, invites comparison with the well-known 
statue of Bacchus in the Bargello (see e.g. Leo Planiscig, Venezianische Bildhauer 
der Renaissance, 1921, pl. 362) which also shows the interaction of the vigor of 
the cimquecento upon an idea belonging to the antique. The Bargello figure is 
generally considered to be the masterpiece of Sansovino’s Florentine period.
